people in ſuch manner, that he was hole 
*den in great eftimation and reverence, 
that chey were confirained to ſeek his 
peace, the land being named after Hiber, 
Hibernia : the Scots and old inhabi- 
tant grew under one name, and bloud, 
with ſueh tender and friendly bene vo- 
lence( not remembring of old injuries) 
each one willing to defend his neigh» 
bour, (as well in Peace as Wars) as his 
brother or father.

Scots and the old inhabitants during 
his lifetime. Immedistly after his de- 
ceaſe, aroſe an odious controverhe be- 
tween the Scots and the old inhabi- 
tants, for the Government, every Na- 
tion contending to have a Governour 
of their own blood, which contention 
enduring long time, at laſt they created 
two Governours, between whom were 
continual battels , and great (laughter 
on either (ide , through ambition and 
burning deſire to be ſole Governour of 
all Treland. After long and dangerous 


battels , the two people broken with 


ſundry diſpleaſures, were conſtrained to 
take peace; howbeit the ſame endured 
but a ſhore time, each one of them pur- 
ſuing other with battel ; and yet they 
dwelt many years together, by enter- 
change of Peace and Wars, while at the 
laſt, 1 the Scots ſuffering many injuries, 


ſent their Ambaſſadour to Metellius, 


who was then King of Scots in Spain, 
defiring to have ſupport againſt the old 
inhabitants of Ireland, declaring them 
to be a rude wilde people, impatient 
to ſuffer any Empire above them; ſo 
that the Scots can have no tranquility, 
unleſſe the ſaid people were the more 


ſpeedily tamed and ſubdued. This ſore- 


laid meſſage was the more acceptable 


ta the King Metellus: for it concerned

the Commonwealth both of the Scots 
Nation in Spain and Tre/and,defcending 
(by long progreſſion) of one linage and 
blood, and willingly latisfying the aſore- 
ſaid Ambaſſadours requeſt, truſting the 
ſame to be no leſſe honour and glory to 
himſelf, as profit to his ſriends. Theres 
fore the King ſent his three (ons, Her- 
moneus, Ptolemeus and Hibert , with a 
great Army of valiant men into Ireland, 
where they with right dangerous bat- 
tels vanquiſhed the old [nhabitants,and 
brought them under ſubjection. Her- 
monew returning into Spuin , leſt his 
two brethren to govern the Land,who 
governed the fame long time aſter in 
great tranquillity and juſtice, inſtitut ing 
Laws, and inſtructed the Prieſts to make 
incenſe and ſacrifice in the ſame manner 
as the Egyptians uſed: fo both the 
people increaſed many years in great fe- 
licity, peace and riches,during the Go» 
vernment of Plolomeus and Hiberf,and 
long after their deceaſe. But too great 
proſperity engendereth evil manners, 
and cauſeth men to work often diſplea- 
ſures upon themſelves, finding no for- 
raign enemies to invade them at home, , 
The people after long peace were di- 
vided for the Governfnent”, contend- 
ing for the ſame with great rigour and 
ſlaughter on both fides,untill the 2 
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halalmolt utterly deſtroyed the other, 
if they had not been reconciled by a 
Noble man, named Thanaw, principal 
Ambaſſadour, (ent by the King, then 
rajgning over the Sve in Spain (re- 
Joycing of the ſelicity tucceeding to his 
friend> )and to cauſe them by his pru- 
dent coniultation, to increale together 
under one mind. Thanaw being a pru- 
dent man, bearing neutral afſection to 
both the parties, perſwaded them at 
ſundry conventions to remove all con- 
tention, and to ele& one (whom they 
thonghe yea Lapin, to be their 
King, and co be obedient to him in all 
their Goverument. Through this per- 
ſwaſion the whole people had ſuch fer- 
vent deſire to have a King, that all old 
injuries being ſorgotten, they appoin- 
ted Thanaus to elect 3 King, whom he 
thought moſt expedient, and he ſeeing 
their minds willing to have a nentsal 
King, declaring ro them that there was 
in Spain, anable Prince of great ſeve- 
rity and juſtice, named Simon Brek , 
well accuſtomed with their Lawes, and 
lineally deſcended from the auncient 
King Metelliu, whom he thought moſt 
Atteſt co be their King. The whole 
people hearing the name of Sinton Brek, 
were well conteat to have him their 
King, becauſe that name was eſteemed

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very fortunate inthcſe dayes. Then af- 
ter, with the conſent of the whole 
people, Ambaſſadours were ſent into 
Spain, to requeſt the (aid Simon to come 
inco Ireland to be their King He knows 
ing oy grave adviſement the intent of 
the Atmbaſſadours , provided a great 
Fleet of Ships, with all things neceſſ. ry, 
and finally by proſperous winds arrived 
in Ireland, where he was ſolemnly re- 
ceived, and crowned in the Chaire of 
Marble which he broughe out of Spain, 
eſteemed as a moſt rich jewel in thoſe 
dayes;from th: beginning, of the world 
3314.

ſon: truſting ſurely ¶ if gods ſupport 
them ) by their own induſtry, to be 
equal to any theit neighbours, both in 
Peace and Wars. Futther, if the Scots 
condeſcended co their honowable de- 
fiies, it wight be, they increafing toge- 
ther ( fo flrong under one blood) that 
they might reſiſt the ſury of their ene- 
mies the better when it hapned them 
to be invaded. This Ambaſſage was 
not pleaſant to the Scots at the fift, 
thinking ic unworthy to have any ſocĩe- 
ty or marriage with any unknown and 
baniſhed people: but by grave adviſe- 
ment, and being proſoundly reſolved, 
and finding themſelves as yet not able 
to reſiſt the force of the Britons, their 
old enemies, they determined togive 
their daughters to the Pidg in marri- 


age, and co tave a band of peace with 


them, with conditions that every one 
of them ſhall enjoy the Lands which 
pertained to them before the marri- 
age, and to concur together with their 
whole puiſſance, as oft as they were in- 
vaded by enemies. Any that did of- 
ſence to any of them,fhould be reputed 
as enemies to them both, and as oft 
as the Crown of Pids ſhould come in 
queſtion for lack of an Heir, the King 
to be elected of the neaceſt of the wo- 

mans 
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mans blood: theſe conditions accepted 
on all fides,the Scots gave their daugh- 
ters in mariage tothe Pids. The Britons 


| ſuſpeRing this marriage, &dreading the 


increaſing of this confederat people un- 
der one bloud in ſhort time, that nei- 
ther might the Britons for the time pre- 
ſent, nor their poſterity reſiſt the puiſ- 
ſance of theletwo united people: there- 
fore being minded to deftroy them 
both, and to invade them with fraudu- 
lent ſlights, rather then with any force 
of battel, and ſending their Ambaſſa- 
dours tothe Pids, allured the P:&s to 
violate their Band with the Scots. By 
this perſwaſion, and crafty dealing of 
the Britains, the Band was diffolved 
and moving occafion of Battel againſt 
the Scots, commanded by general edict, 
no Scots to be found in their bounds at 
a prefixed day, under pain of death. 
The day being expired,all Scots with- 
in their bounds were killed without 
mercy, as breakers oi their Laws. The 


Scots impatient to ſuſtain ſuch injuries, 


killed as many of the P:&s; ſo there 
followed continual killing and murther 
on all fides,not regardingaffinity, bloud, 
time nor place. In this manner the 
peace diſſolved, the Pifis denounced 
battel to the Scots: then after follow- 


ed eontinual incui ſions end invaſions on

any occafion, The Ambaſſadours be- 
ing directed to Ireland, complained of 
the wicked offence done by the Pits, 
and defired ſupport.

Scots in Ireland) greatly moved for the 


diſpleaſure done to his friends in A/- 


bion, ſent his fon Ferguſius, a wiſe and 


a valiant Prince , with many valiant 
Souldiers, and to give them the more 
eſperance, and aſſurance of permanent 
and good fortune, he fent with them 


the fatal marble Chayre. Fergyſius was 


the more pleaſantly received by the 
Scots of Albion, becauſe their Com- 
monwealth approached to great dan-

The Danes and Norway 
people kept poſſeſſion of them for the 
ſpace of 160 years:and then King Alex- 
ander the third, overcoming the Danes 
and Norway men in a great battel, thruſt 
them out of the Iſles: et afterward 
they attempted to recover their liber- 
ty, partly truſting to their own ſtrength,

of themſelves, as not long ago, John [0

Their bankets are hunting and fiſhings. 
They ſeeth the fleſh in the tripe, or elſe 
in the «kin of the beaſts, filling the ſame 
ful} of water. N and then in hunting, 
they ſtrain out the blood and eat the 
fleſh raw. Their drink is the'broth of 
ſodden fi:ſh They love very well the 
drink made of whey; and kept certain 
years, drinking the ſame at feafts ; it is 
named of them Blandiam. The moſt pare 
of them drink water. Their cuftome is 
to make their bread ofOaces and Barly, 
(whichare the only kinds of grain chat 
grow in theſe pirts:) Experience (with 
time) hath taught them to make it in 
ſuch ſort, that it is not unpleaſant to eat, 
They take a little of it in the morning, 
and ſo paſſing to the hunting, or any o- 
ther buſineſſe, content themſelves 
therewith, without any other kinde of 
meat till evening. 

- They delight to wear marled cloths, 
ſpecially,that have long Pripes of ſundry 
colours:they love chiefly purple &blew.
